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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Councils  of  Ellesmere, 

Wem  and  Whitchurch,  and  of  the  Rural  Districts  of  Ellesmere  and 

Wem. 

I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Five  Districts  for  the 
year  1965. 

The  first  part  of  the  work,  as  usual,  deals  with  Vital  Statistics.  There 
were  381  deaths  in  the  area  during  1965,  which  is  an  increase  of  14  on  1964. 

Births  for  the  combined  area  were  533,  which  is  a  decrease  of  4  on  1964,  but 
births  outnumbered  deaths  by  152. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  area,  however,  shows  an  increase 
of  440. 

Illegitimate  Births  and  Still  Births  still  show  a  percentage  much  lower 
than  the  national  figures  for  England  and  Wales.  During  the  last  year  there 
has  been  a  decrease  in  both  these  figures. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  17.0  which  is  below  the  national  figure 
of  19.0. 

There  were  no  Maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

In  the  table  showing  the  causes  of  death — the  largest  single  group  of 
deaths  is  that  attributable  to  heart  disease — particularly  that  due  to  Coronary 
disease  and  Angina. 

Infectious  Disease  Section — there  have  only  been  minor  outbreaks, 
chiefly  of  Measles,  and  these  have  not  produced  any  special  problems. 

The  second  part  of  the  report  shows  the  individual  reports  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances  of  each  District  Council  by  their  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  These  reports  show  conditions  in  these  areas  are  very  satisfactory, 
and  a  great  deal  of  credit  goes  to  the  high  standard  of  work  carried  out  bv 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

The  County  Council  provide  for  the  care  of  Mothers  and  Young 
Children ;  Midwifery ;  Health  Visiting ;  Home  Nursing ;  Vaccination  and 
Immunisation ;  Ambulance  Services ;  Prevention  of  Illness ;  Care  and  After¬ 
care,  including  Mental  Welfare;  Domestic  Help;  and  Inspection  of  Children’s 
Nurseries. 

All  the  services,  both  local  and  county,  call  for  a  great  deal  of  co¬ 
operation  between  the  individual  members  of  the  Staffs,  and  the  fact  that 
conditions  in  the  areas  are  very  good,  shows  that  this  co-operation  is  very 
satisfactory.

Vaccination  against  Whooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis,  Smallpox  and 
Tuberculosis,  as  well  as  Immunisation  against  Diptheria  and  Tetanus  were 
carried  out  by  General  Practitioners,  and  by  Clinic  Doqtors  working  in 
Local  Health  Authority  Clinics  and  Schools  in  the  area. 


The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  kindly  supplied  the  numbers 
of  each  carried  out  in  the  various  districts. 


During  the  year,  Quadruple  vaccine  (against  diptheria,  whooping 
cough,  tetanus  and  polio)  was  available  on  prescription  and  was  used  by  a 
few  General  Practitioners.  Triple  Antigen  and  Oral  polio  vaccine  continued 
to  be  the  most  popular  methods  of  immunising  babies.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Salop  County  Council,  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  make  provisions  for  securing  that  ambulances 
and  other  means  of  transport  are  available,  where  necessary,  for  the  convey¬ 
ance  of  persons  suffering  from  illness  or  mental  defectiveness  and  expectant 
or  nursing  mothers  from  places  in  their  area,  to  places  in  or  outside  their  area. 

The  Whitchurch  Urban  District  Council  afford  valued  help  to  the 
County  Council  in  facilitating  and  administering  the  local  Ambulance  Depot 
there. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

These  are  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Salop 
Infirmary,  Shrewsbury,  the  Director  being  Dr.  Alun  Jones.  This  service 
originally  instituted  as  an  emergency  basis,  is  now  a  permanent  unit  at  the 
Royal  Salop  Infirmary,  undertaking  work  for  Local  Authorities  free  of  charge 
in  so  far  as  it  is  relevant  to  diagnosis.  This  service  is  invaluable,  particularly 
in  the  bacteriological  examination  of  food  samples  in  cases  of  suspected 
food  poisoning. 


CHEST  CLINICS,  ETC. 

Chest  Clinics,  speech  therapy  clinics,  and  psychiatric  out-patients 
clinics  are  held  regularly  at  the  Whitchurch  Clinic.  Patients  are  seen  at  these 
sessions  by  appointment,  and  are  referred  by  the  general  practitioner,  the 
hospital  consultant  or  the  school  medical  officer,  as  the  case  may  be. 

DENTAL  SESSIONS 

Dental  sessions  are  held  regularly  at  each  of  the1  three  Local  Authority 
clinics,  at  Ellesmere,  Wem  and  Whitchurch,  where  patients  are  seen  by 
appointment  with  the  dental  officer.

Several  cases  of  pulmonary  and  cardiac  disease  previously  unkniown  were 
brought  to  light. 


DOMICILIARY  HEALTH  SERVICES 

During  1965,  Home  Helps  were  employed  in  the  N.W.  combined 
districts.  They  provided  an  invaluable  service  by  enabling  patients  to  remain 
at  home  during  times  of  pregnancy  and  illness,  and  also  by  caring  for  the 
disabled  and  aged  infirm. 


BLOOD  TRANSFUSION 

Blood  donor  sessions  continued  at  Whitchurch,  Wem,  Ellesmere  and 
Shawbury.  Attendances  increased  in  all  areas. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

This  is  a  continuous  function  of  the  Department.  Posters  regarding 
health  matters  are  continuously  displayed  in  the  five  districts,  and  positive 
efforts  are  being  made  by  talks,  demonstrations,  etc.,  at  clinics  and  other 
places  in  the  districts.  All  five  districts  now  subscribe  independently  to  the 
Central  Council  for  Health  Education,  which  gives  valuable  help  with  health 
propaganda.

Water  Supply 

The  Urban  District  takes  a  bulk  supply  of  chlorinated  water  from  the 
Liverpool  Corporation's  Vyrnwy  Aqueduct.  All  properties  within  the  area 
are  on  this  mains  supply  and  supplies  are  afforded  to  the  surrounding  Rural 
District  in  various  places.  Samples  taken  during  the  year  have  all  been  of  high 
quality  and  no  problems  have  arisen  in  either  quality  or  quantity  of  water. 

No  cases  have  occurred  necessitating  any  precautions  against  plumbo 
solvency. 

All  of  the  882  domestic  premises  in  the  district  are  supplied  direct 
from  the  mains. 

Amount  consumed  by  Urban  District  . .  32,130,000  gallons 

There  are  no  reservoirs  in  the  District,  all  water  being  supplied  direct 
to  consumers  under  mains  pressure.  No  further  treatment  is  given. 

Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  major  part  of  the  town  is  sewered  on  a  partially  separate  system 
to  the  Wharf  Meadow  Sewage  Works  where  it  is  first  received  at  the  pumping 
station  and  after  screening  and  passing  through  detritus  tanks  is  delivered 
into  compressed  air  ejectors  and  delivered  to  the  the  final  purification  and 
disposal  section  of  the  works..  During  the  year  it  has  been  necessary  for  work 
to  be  carried  out  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  final  effluent. 

The  Elson  area  of  the  town,  part  of  Trimpley,  also  the  greater  part  of 
the  Council  Housing  Estates,  are  sewered  on  a  combined  system  discharging 
into  the  Old  Newnes  Brook  Works,  which  is  a  gravity  flow  system  no  pumping 
being  involved,  whilst  part  of  the  Council  Housing  Estates  discharge  on 
a  partially  separate  system  to  the  Newnes  Brook  Works  where  the  settled 
effluents  are  raised  by  pumping  before  discharging  om  to  the  filters. 

The  Mereside  area,  which  is  below  the  Town  main  sewer  level,  is 
sewered  to  the  Mereside  No.  1  and  Mereside  No.  2  pumping  stations,  the  soil 
sewage  being  delivered  to  the  Church  Street  sewer  on  the  main  sewer  system 
discharging  to  the  Wharf  Works. 

A  small  area  in  the  Swan  Hill  part  of  the  town  which  is  below  the  level 
of  the  main  sewer  is  also  under  consideration  for  the  installation  of  a  collect¬ 
ing  and  pumping  station  similar  to  the  Mereside  No.  2  sewage  receiving  and 
pumping  station  which  will,  if  installed,  deliver  to  the  Wharf  Works. 

The  Council  is  considering  a  scheme  to  enlarge  and  improve  the  exist¬ 
ing  Wharf  Meadow  Works,  to  do  away  with  the  two  other  small  sewage 
works  and  to  take  sewage  from  parts  of  Ellesmere  Rural  District. 

There  are  still  many  houses  in  the  town  with  no  mechanical  means  of 
flushing  their  water  closets.

32  registered  premises  have  now  been  inspected,  those  not  yel  inspected 
are  known  to  be  small  and  having  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  necessary  facilities. 

In  most  premises  it  was  found  that  there  was  some  contravention  of 
the  Act  although  it  was  usually  only  that  a  thermometer  and  first  aid 
equipment  were  not  provided. 

A  criticism  of  the  Act  is  that  premises  where  any  number  of  relatives 
of  the  occupier  are  employed  do  not  need  to  be  registered  and  do  not  need 
to  have  the  necessary  facilities  ;  whereas,  if  one  person,  not  being  a  relative 
of  the  employer,  is  employed,  all  the  facilities  have  to  be  provided.

SEWAGE  WORKS 

A  scheme  for  the  proposed  extension  to  the  existing  Sewage  Works  is 
being  prepared  and  progress  is  well  under  way  towards  submitting  full  details 
of  design  and  specification  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local  Government. 
The  proposed  extension  is  based  on  the  contact  stalilization  process,  and  will 
be  capable  of  treating  188,000  D.W.F.  gallons  p.d.  of  effluent. 

This  scheme  utilising  a  prefabricated  Contact  Stablisation  process 
incorporates  the  injection  of  compressed  air  into'  sewage  that  has  passed 
through  a  comminutor  for  breaking  up  solids.  The  sludge  drying  beds  are 
to  be  extended  to  a  further  8  in  number  together  with  new  Equipment  House. 
The  River  Board  standard  is  now  better  than  the  Royal  Commission  Standard 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  new  requirement  will  be  met.  Close  liaison  is  being 
maintained  with  the  River  Authority  on  this  project,  which  is  the  first  in  any 
Local  Authority  in  the  British  Isles. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1957 

During  the  year  6  fiats  were  erected  and  completed,  and  work  was 
commenced  to  14  semi-detached  bungalows.

A  preliminary  survey  has  been  carried  out  under  the  Housing  Act 
1964  for  the  compulsory  improvement  of  houses  lacking  bathrooms.  A  report 
and  resolution  has  yet  to  be  accepted  and  approved  by  the  Urban  District 
Council.  Again  mention  has  to  be  made  of  the  disappointing  number  of 
applications  made  for  improvement  grants.

It  has  been  necessary  to  completely  renew  the  bedroom  floors  to  five 
Council  Houses  which  were  severely  affected  with  woodworm  infestation. 

DISINFECTION 

All  books  prior  to  return  to  the  Public  Library  from  households  where 
there  had  been  a  case  of  infectious  disease,  were  disinfected  in  the  fumigator. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Refuse  is  collected  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  and 
a  fortnightly  collection  is  made  at  Grindley  Brook,  Broughall,  Hinton  Bank 
and  Redbrook.  There  is  a  special  collection  for  waste  paper  salvage  on 
a  Tuesday  and  this  service  to  the  tradespeople  appears  to  be  working 
satisfactorily. 

The  scale  of  charges  for  the  collection  of  trade  waste  is  as  follows  : 

£2  12s.  Od.  per  dustbin  per  annum  and  each  trade  premise  establish¬ 
ment  is  allowed  1  free  dustbin  in  addition.  All  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the 
Tarporley  Road  refuse  tip,  which  is  suitably  controlled.  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  no  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Works  were  completed  to  the  newly  erected  sanitary  conveniences  at 
the  White  Lion  Bus  Station  and  Car  Park.  During  the  year  several  repairs 
have  been  carried  out  to  the  Public  Conveniences  in  the  Town  following 
damage  resulting  from  vandalism. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT 

No  complaints  were  received  regarding  the  emission  of  smoke  nuisance 
during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936 

Extensive  flooding  occurred  to  the  Barlows  Meadows  which  was  due 
to  the  obstructed  how  in  the  culvert  under  Wrexham  Road  and  also  through 
the  Jubilee  Park.  It  was  necessary  to  engage  a  dragline  in  order  to  excavate 
the  culvert  to  a  greater  depth,  to  obviate  any  offensive  ness  being  created  by 
stagnant  water,  retained  on  land  formerly  used  for  tipping  household  refuse. 

The  construction  of  a  new  manhole  was  necessary  on  the  sewer  serving 
Waymills,  Wayland  Road  area. 

Owing  to  the  frequent  number  of  blockages  in  the  length  of  sewer 
at  the  rear  of  Rydal  Avenue,  the  obstruction  was  caused  by  the  penetrating 
of  tree  roots  into  the  sewer,  which  gave  rise  to  sewage  being  discharged  via 
the  storm  overflows  into  the  brook.

The  Smithfield  is  now  used  on  Fridays)  only.  Auctions  are  held  alter¬ 
natively  by  two  local  Auctioneers.  Following  markets  extensive  disinfection 
is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Workmen,  and  washing  bays  are  provided  and 
supervised  by  the  Urban  District. 

A  new  washing  down,  bay  was  commenced,  and  completed ;  part  of 
roadway  resurfaced  and  a  new  boundary  wall  built. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933  and  1958 

7  persons  applied  for  renewal  of  their  slaughterman’s  licence,  and  1 
application  was  received  for  a  new  Licence. 


PUBLIC  ABATTOIR 

There  were  no  notifiable  outbreaks  of  animal  diseases  during  the  year. 
100%  Meat  Inspection  is  carried  out  daily  at  this  Abattoir  from  Monday  to 
Saturday,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  the  maximum  standard  of 
hygiene  is  maintained. 

The  small  lairages  were  reconstructed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and 
in  addition,  a  new  car  park  and  an  improved  access  was  formed  to  the  rear 
of  the  abattoir. 

BOARDING  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1960

within  the  Urban  District. 


AGRICULTURAL  SAFETY,  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE 

PROVISIONS  ACT,  1956 

The  Urban  District  Council  is  the  Authority  for  the  enforcement  of 
the  provision  of  the  above-mentioned  Act. 

FOOD  &  DRUGS  ACT 

Improvements  continue  generally  to  all  foodshops  and  it  might  be 
mentioned  that  some  difficulty  has  arisen  due  to  the  Office  and  Shops  Act 
requiring  temperatures  to  be  maintained  at  a  minimum  of  6O.80F  in  the  fopd 
stores  and  its  deleterious  effects  on  foodstuffs  exposed  “  for  immediate  sale.” 
It  is  a  requirement  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulation  Part  4,  Regulation  25, 
(2)  Food  which  is  brought  into  any  food  premises  on  or  from  which  is  carried 
on  a  food  business  consisting  wholly  or  partly  of  the  supply  of  food  for 
immediate  consumption  shall,  unless  exposed  for  sale,  without  any  avoidable 
delay  after  arrival  either  be  brought  to  a  temperature  of  not  less  than  145oF 
or,  unless  it  is  already  at  a  temperature  below  50oF,  be  brought  to  a 
temperature  below  50oF. 

A  warning  was  given  to  one  food  shop  because  of  the  excessive  heat 
directly  over  a  meat  cutting  block,  and  although  the  dangers  are  appreciated 
by  the  food  trade,  at  present  there  is  difficulty  in  enforcing  compliance. 

The  question  of  dogs  being  allowed  into  Food  Premises  has  been  for 
some  time  a  long  standing  concern.  Unfortunately,  the  public  will  persist  in 
this  most  objectionable  habit  of  frequenting  food  premises  with  dogs  which 
are  some  times  uncontrolled  and  are  allowed  to  defeadate  on  to  the  streets 
causing  nuisance  and  attraction  to  flies.  Attempts  are  to  be  made  to  persuade 
food  shop  proprietors  to  discourage  the  public  from  frequenting  food  shops 
accompanied  by  dogs. 
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The  Market  Hall  requires  complete  reorganisation  for  the  arrangement 
of  stall  holders,  and  it  is  proposed  that  urgent  consideration  is  given  to  re¬ 
siting  of  food  stalls  in  order  to  reduce  their  exposure  to  contamination  by 
dust.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,  1965 
Water  Supply. 

The  Council’s  duties  as  a  water  undertaking  were  taken  over  by  the 
West  Shropshire  Water  Board  on  1st  April,  1965. 

The  Northern  Area  Scheme  providing  mains  water  to  those  northern 
parts  of  the  district  which  were  not  provided  with  mains  supplies  was  nearing 
completion  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  addition  to  this  work,  some  small 
extensions  to  existing  mains  were  carried  out  and  it  is  hoped  that  there  will 
be  further  extensions  during  1966.

No  chemical  analyses  were  carried  out. 

The  water  supply  throughout  the  whole  area  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

There  were  no  cases  in  which  plumbo  solvency  occurred  and,  therefore, 
no  special  action  was  required. 

There  was  some  slight  contamination  of  supplies  to  three  small  Council 
estates  but  the  mains  were  extended  to  these  properties  and  the  use  of  the 
old  supplies  discontinued. 

In  other  instances  of  pollution  of  private  supplies  it  was  usually 
possible  foiythe  mains  to  be  extended  to  the  properties  concerned.  In  other 
cases  where  it  was  not  possible  to  take  a  mains  supply  the  wells  were 
chlorinated  and  works  carried  out  to  prevent  contamination  and  the  results 
were  satisfactory  in  all  cases.

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Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

There  are  no  sewers  in  the  district  and  schemes  are  urgently  required 
in  all  villages,  particularly  in  the  Dudleston  Heath  Ward,  where  there  is 
considerable  pollution  of  the  ditches  and  where  the  land  is  low  lying  and 
waterlogged  with  little  chance  of  a  septic  tank  and  soakaway  working 
properly.  Mains  water  has  been  available  in  the  Dudleston  Heath  Ward  for 
at  least  40  years  and  the  time  is  well  overdue  for  a  sewerage  scheme  in 
this  area. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  were  instructed  three  years  ago  to  prepare 
schemes  for  Myddle,  Baschurch  and  Nesscliffe,  but  there  have  been  many 
unavoidable  delays  in  preparing  the  first  two  schemes  because  of  objections 
to  the  proposed  sites  of  the  sewage  works.  Suitable  sites  for  the  Myddle  and 
Baschurch  works  have  now  been  found.  At  Nesscliffe  the  sewage  works  which 
were  installed  for  a  now  mainly  disused  army  camp  are  to  be  purchased  for 
use  in  the  new  scheme  for  this  area. 

For  the  Dudleston  Heath  area  it  is  probable  that  the  sewers  will 
be  brought  to  the  Ellesmere  Urban  District’s  sewage  works,  soon  to  be 
modernised  and  enlarged. 

The  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor  is  preparing  a  scheme  for  the 
Parish  of  Cockshutt  but  there  has  also  been  delay  here  over  the  acquisition 
of  a  site  for  the  sewage  works.

Slum  Clearance. 

This  work  continues  to  be  restricted  to  individual  unfit  houses  as  there 
are  no  large  areas  of  unfit  houses. 

There  are  139  applicants  for  council  houses  but  many  of  these  are 
persons  living  outside  the  Rural  District. 

78  new  Council  dwellings  have  now  been  completed  and  this  had 
considerably  eased  the  housing  situation  for  the  younger  families  but  there 
are  still  many  old  people  living  under  poor  conditions  and  who  are  reluctant 
to  move  to  new  expensive  accommodation. 

During  1966  it  is  expected  that  work  will  start  on  the  erection  of 
40  dwellings,  including  18  old  persons  dwellings. 

Improvement  Grant  Scheme. 

The  Council  continues  to  encourage  applications  for  grants  towards 
the  cost  of  improving  houses. 

Discretionary  Grants. 

15  applications  were  received  and  approved  concerning  6  owner 
occupied  houses  and  9  other  houses  usually  for  occupation  by  farm  workers. 
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Standard  Grants. 

20  applications  were  received  and  approved. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

A  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  throughout  the  district. 

Most  of  the  refuse  is  now  tipped  at  the  Ellesmere  Urban  District 
Council's  tip. 

Rodent  Control. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  a  full  time  operator  and  consists  mostly 
of  contract  work  at  agricultural  premises.  No  charge  is  made  for  treatments

174  visits  have  been  paid  to  these  premises  and  there  has  been  a 
considerable  improvement  in  them. 

Schools. 

A  survey  was  carried  out  of  the  sanitary  accommodation,  washing 
facilities  and  kitchens  provided  at  schools  in  the  district. 
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It  was  found  that  very  poor  facilities  were  provided  at  four  of  the 
schools  and  representations  were  made  to  the  County  Council  asking  that 
facilities  be  improved. 


Meat  Inspection  and  Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  One  is  a  large  factory 
abattoir  which  requires  the  full  time  services  of  a  meat  inspector,  who  at 
times  requires  assistance.  The  other  is  a  small  slaughterhouse,  run  in  con¬ 
junction  with  a  country  butchery  business,  which  requires  attendance  twice 
weekly. 

100%  inspection  of  carcases  and  offal  is  carried  out  although  this  has 
entailed  some  overtime  working  but  not  as  much  as  previous  years. 

The  large  number  of  carcases  condemned  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  one  slaughterhouse  is  a  centre  for  casualties  and  reactors  from  a  large 
part  of  Shropshire,  Herefordshire,  Cheshire  and  North  Wales.

Water  Supply. 

The  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  is  the  water  authority  for  the 
district.  Approximately  40%  of  the  Wem  Rural  District  is  supplied  with 
mains  water  from  the  following  sources  which  vary  in  quality  : 

Prees  Waterworks  (Prees  Village) 

Higher  Heath  Waterworks  (Higher  Heath  and  Prees  Heath  areas  of 
Prees  Parish)

The  present  water  supply  situation  is  unsatisfactory,  as  some  60%  of 
the  properties  rely  on  private  bores  or  shallow  wells  of  doubtful  purity.  In 
one  area  the  quality  available  is  insufficient.

One  satisfactory  chemical  sample  was  taken  from  the  Weston  Supply. 
A  total  of  57  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  private  bores  and 
wells;  of  these  17  proved  to  be  satisfactory  and  40  unsatisfactory. 
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No  information  is  available  on  the  flomide  content  in  the  local  sup¬ 
plies,  and  no  example  of  plumbo-solvency  have  come  to  light.  Where  con¬ 
tamination  has  been  discovered,  the  owner  of  the  well  has  been  required  to 
clean  it  out,  and  the  users  advised  to  boil  the  water  before  drinking  it. 

Swimming  Baths. 

Only  one  of  the  two  open-air  swimming  pools  in  the  district  was  in 
use  during  the  year.  Regular  chlorination  takes  place  and  the  water  is  chang¬ 
ed  at  weekly  intervals.  Two  samples  were  taken;  one  proved  satisfactory, 
one  unsatisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

New  sewers  have  been  completed  at  Frees  and  Hadnall,  and  work  has 
begun  on  the  sewering  of  Shawbury,  Clive,  Yorton,  Preston  Brockhurst  and 
Grinshill.  683  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  new  sewers.  Further 
schemes  have  been  prepared  for  Loppington,  Ash,  Prees  Heath  and  Tilstock. 

Public  Conveniences. 

Work  on  a  new  public  convenience  at  Prees  Heath  should  commence 
early  in  1966. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  area. 

Housing. 

The  Housing  Survey,  commenced  in  June  1963,  was  completed  during 
the  year,  and  all  properties  in  the  Rural  District  have  now  been  inspected 
and  arranged  in  the  following  categories  : 

(i)  Houses  fit  for  habitation  or  with  minor  defects  only. 

(ii)  Houses  requiring  structural  alteration  or  repair. 

(iii)  Houses  requiring  re-conditioning. 

(iv)  Houses  requiring  demolition  or  closure. 

A  total  of  118  houses  were  considered  to  fall  within  the  last  category 
and  a  further  130  were  in  need  of  re-conditioning.  Of  the  118  unfit  properties, 
71  have  been  improved,  closed  or  demolished  since  the  survey  began. 

Many  property  owners  are  awaiting  the  provision  of  piped  water  and 
a  public  sewer  before  re-conditioning  their  houses,  and  the  completion  of 
the  proposed  water  and  drainage  schemes  will  no  doubt  accelerate  house 
improvements  in  the  area.

A  total  of  28  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  infectious  diseases. 


Food  Poisoning. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  confirmed  during  1965. 

Nuisances. 

Complaints  of  nuisance  received  during  the  year  concerned  housing 
defects,  blocked  drains  and  the  spraying  of  hen  manure.  161  visits  were  made 
and  three  Statutory  Notices  were  served. 

Two  derelict  cars  were  removed  to  the  refuse  tip. 
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Verminous  Premises. 

Three  wasps  nests  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  removal  of  household  refuse  is  carried  out  by  contract,  some 
2,700  properties  being  served  every  fortnight.  Tipping  is  carried  on  at  Sleap, 
Grinshill  and  Northwood.  The  new  excavator  has  proved  most  useful  in 
controlling  refuse  disposal. 

A  15  cwt.  refuse  vehicle,  purchased  during  the  year,  is  employed  on 
clearing  lay-bys  on  the  main  roads  and  on  refuse  collection  from  outlying 
areas.
